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Pickersgill may be new SSMU president

. Paul Pickersgill will be next 
year's Students' Society Presi- 
dent, if the results of the 'ad- 
vance polls' are a reasonable in- 
dication of how McGill students 
voted in this year's elections. 

As of approximately Olh05 
this morning, it was announced 
in Gertrude's that Pickersgill 
was ahead with a total of 229 
votes.. 'James Donoghue was in 
second place with a total of 138 
votes, while anarchist candidate 
Joe Heath trailed third with 

Said frontrunner Pickersgill, 
"I guess the big thing now is 
that I have to do a lot of learn- 
ing about the position — study 
the By-laws and the intimate 
workings of Council, how to go 
about getting things done. 

"It's going to take a lot of 
work," he added. 

Asked what he will do as 
President next year, Pickersgill 
said "that will depend a lot on 
what I learn. I can't promise 
anything that can't be 
done.. .that's why I have to do a 
lot of learning." 

While Donoghue was 
unavailable for .comment, 
Heath told the Daily: "Perhaps 
the time has not yet come for 
anarchy on this campus, but 
let's wait until the student body 
matures somewhat — then the 
idea might catch hold." 

In the Vice President External 
race, Ian Brodie was clearly in 
the lead at press-time this morn- 
ing with 285 votes. Robert 
Vezina claimed 178 votes, while 
François Orsat got 148. 
> AH Brodie would tell the Dai- 
ly was: "I haven't won yet." 
;-. Lindsay Glassco, candidate 
for Vice President Internal, was 
clearly in the lead early this 
morning with a total of 414 
votes. Mike Gordon, who ran 
on a platform to destroy 
Students' Society and replace it 
•with a collective of student 
groups and clubs, only received 
176 votes in the advance polls. 

In the Arts Senator race, 
Chris Alexander and Randy 
Flemmings were both in the lead 
after Monday's and Tuesday's 
polling results. Alexander 
received 154 votes in the ad- 
vance polls, while Flemmings 
claimed 138. Extreme student 
apathy exhibited itself in the 



Engineering Senator race: In the 
advance polls, only 23 students 
voted for Earl Bloom, while 29 
voted for Grace Ann Baker. 

Chris Alexander was also 
leading the Undergraduate 
Representative to the Soard of 
Governors race early this morn- 
ing with, a total of 226 votes. 
Amil Kapoor Had received 216 
votes. 

As for the SSMU constitu- 
tion, 210 students had approved 
the new document early this 
morning, while 72 students had 
voted against it. 

Due to an unprecedented tur- 
nout this year, ballot counters 
had not even started counting 
yesterday's results by the time 
the Daily had to be delivered to 
the printers this morning. 

No 'official results regarding 
the eleven Daily referenda anc 
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elections to the DPS Board of 
Directors were available. 
However, trends indicate that 
the Daily will lose its S2 fee in- 
crease but win many of its con- 
stitutional change questions, in- 
cluding the admittance of Con- 
tinuing Education and Mac- 
Donald students to membership 
in the DPS. The fee infla- 
tion/deflation mechanism 
referendum could go either 
way. 

Both the Daily and SSMU 
Chief Returning Officers 
estimated early this morning 
that they would not be finished 
counting ballots until 07h00. 

Final results for both Dally 
referenda and SSMU elections 
will be posted on the chalk 
board outside Gertrude's Pub in 
the Union Building or available 
at the Students' Society desk. 



Daily impeachment ballots impounded

The ballots for the referen- 
dum question to impeach the 
entire staff of the McGill Daily 
were not counted last night 
because of - a complaint ques- 
tioning the fairness of the Yes 
Committee's campaign. 

The ballots will be impound- 
ed until such time as the Judicial 
Committee of the Daily 
Publications Society (DPS) 
rules on the complaints. ■ An 
open hearing will be held this 
Saturday at noon. 

Says Chair of the DPS Board 
of Directors Ken Monteitlv 
"Because the hearing has 
nothing to do with the results, I 
think that it's important that 
the results not influence either 
the judgement or the public ac- 
ceptance of the judgement." . 

The DPS Board of Directors 
voted unanimously last Friday 
to lodge a complaint with the 
Judicial Committee with 
regards to the Yes Committee's 
allegedly misleading campaign. 

In two pamphlets regarding 
the impeachment referendum, 
the Yes Committee alleged that, 
the McGill Daily was "racist 
and anti-semitic." And, accor- 
ding to Editor-in-Chief Melinda 
Wittstock, "this is clearly a 
libellous and slanderous state- 
ment. 

"It implies that all of the 55 



voting staff members of the 
Daily are racist or anti-semitic. 
It also implies that this is the 
newspaper's policy. This is 
clearly untrue. Even our lawyer 
has called these pamphlets 
libellous and slanderous." 

According to Monteith, 
"What the pamphlets said and- 
how they said what they did 
constitutes a very serious judge- 
ment of the Daily and I think 
that it's important to realize 
that people in this country will 
almost always vote against 
racism. What the pamphlets did 
was unjustly pronounce the 
'Dally racist.

The pamphlets are also con- 
sidered misleading by the No 
Committee because they suggest 
that the publication schedule 
will not be disrupted by the im- 
peachment of the entire staff. 
Meanwhile, the Board of Direc- 
tors indicated Friday that they 
had no choice but to suspend 
the publication of the Daily un- 
til they could decide on an in- 
terim editorial board. 



As well, the Yes Committee 
states in its pamphlets that- the 
Daily typesetting employees will 
teach the newly appointed Daily 
editorial co-ordinating board 
how to operate the typesetting 
equipment. "This is simply a 
lie," said Wittstock. "The 
esetting employees have 



unanimously vowed not to do 
such a thing. It is not part of 
their job descriptions." 

Other complaints concern in- 
fractions of the campaigning 
rules by both the Yes and No 
committees. 

The ballots will be counted as 
soon as "the Judical Committee 
rules on the complaint," says 
Monteith. "That ruling will be 
communicated to the SSMU 
Chief Returning Officer before 
Monday. 

"The ballots, which will have 
been locked in the Students' 
Society safe over the weekend, 
will then be able to be counted 
on Monday," added Monteith. 

The Judicial Committee will 
decide what to do with the 
ballots if the referendum is an-

The Beats: fl shot in 
the arm of conformity

You know, this is really a beat generation. 
That's right! That Is exactly right! 

The above lines are taken from a conversation between Jack 
Kerouac and William S. Burroughs In 1944 and are taken by many 
to be the origin of the phrase "beat generation." This was the name 
given both to a generation of men and women who rejected standard 
values and formed a dynamic 'counler-culture' that sent shock waves 
through a complacent and conformist society.

The true 
foundations of the movement, 
however, rest on the kind of 
society that emerged In the 
United States following Wojld 
War II. 

; Those who attempt to explain 
the rise of the Beat generation 
often cite three major factors, 
i First, of course, was the 
development and use of the 
atomic bomb. The Beats were 
the first generation to have to 
live with the fact that there might 
be no tomorrow — not just no 
personal tomorrow, but no 
tomorrow for the human race. . 

Secondly, society at this point 
was Immersed In a state of pro- 
found and seemingly endless 
change'. Technological Innova- 
tions were coming at a rate that 
bewildered the people who had 
to live with them. The youth of 
the period were growing up 
without a real sense of com- 
munity or stability. As one youth

Ing. Two world wars and the 
- Holocaust were enough to shat- 
ter this belief, and having long 
since lost faith in God, the new 
generation lost faith in Itself. 
In his essay The Philosophy of 
t Beat Generation, John 
Holmes tried to explain 
lsllluslonment of the period, 
saying: "It Is the first generation 
for whom genocide, brain-

of the period put It: "We live In 
the world, yet we have no say 
as to what should or shouldn't 
happen." 

Finally, American society had 
lost its sense of moral values 
which might have allowed it to 
survive this period of upheaval.

whose only purpose was to 
make everyone 'fit', the Beats 
disaffiliated themselves from an 
entire generation. 

They found their models of 1 
resistance In Black culture, 
specifically In the jazz 
underground of Charlie "Bird" 
Parker, Dizzy Gillespie, and 
Miles Davis. In his essay The 
White Negro, Norman Mailer 
speaks of the emergence of the 
'hipster 1 who found an existential 
model In the situation faced by 
American Blacks who, in 
Mailer's words, "walked the line 
between freedom and 
servitude", i 

The Beats. Idolized Black 
culture because it had a strong 
existence outside the white, 
middle-class culture they re- 
jected. In his novel, On the 
Road, Kerouac writes: "At lilac 
evening I walked with every 
muscle aching amongst the lights 
of 27th and Welton in the 
Denver coloured section wishing 
I were a Negro, feeling that the 
best the white world had offered 
me was not enough ecstasy for 
me, not enough life, Joy kicks, 
darkness, music, not enough 
night." 

Initially, Beat culture was a 
culture that defied the Individual 
human spirit. Mailer speaks of 
the hipster seeking "the 
rebellious Imperatives of the 
self." The hipster would be the 
gadfly In an emerging totalitarian 
society. S/he, In an attempt to 
throw off the social conditioning 
s/he had been subjected to, 
would always express forbidden 
Impulses and violate social 
'laws.' 

Ultimately, It was not Norman 
Mailer who became the chief 
/itéra» of the Beat generation, 
but rather three men and three 
works that would come to stand 
for the entire movement: Jack 
Kerouac and his epic travelogue 
On the Road; Allen Ginsberg 
and his poem "Howl;" and final- 
ly William S. Burroughs and his 
horrifying look at drug addiction, 
Naked Lunch. ' 

Jack Kerouac considered 
himself not so much part of the 
Beat generation as one of Its 
chroniclers. His book, On the 
Road Is a look at the quintessen- 
tial hipster, Dean Moriarty (In 
real life Kerouac's friend Neal 
Cassldy). Moriaty typifies an 
alienated generation whose only 
pursuit Is "kicks." 

The book was written In a 
stylé that Kerouac calls 'Spon- . 
taneous Prose.' In an essay of 
the same name he states an In- 
tent to produce words In much 
the same way as a jazz sax- 
ophonist Improvises on the sax: 
"...sketching language Is un- 
disturbed' flow from the mind of 
personal secret Idea words, 
blowing (as per Jazz musician) on 
the subject of image." 

Kerouac's most revolutionary 
contribution to literature was a 
stated attempt to eliminate revi- 
sion from the writing process. 
He felt re-writlng was a kind of 
censorship Imposed cither by the 
conscious or unconscious mind. 

Kerouac did not totally suc- 
ceed In his efforts to avoid 



editing, as it Is known that he 
revised On the Road several 
times. Nevertheless, he persisted 
In his efforts to produce spon- 
taneous prose, his most suc- 
cessful attempt being The 
Subterraneans. 

Allen Ginsberg was heavily In- 
fluenced by Kerouac's 
philosophy of writing. Like 
Wordsworth, he sought to write 
poems In "the language really . 
used by men." The language 
flows out of a spontaneous style 
of writing, the result being a 
'true' picture of what the poet Is 
thinking, rather than having it 
camouflaged by elaborate phras- 
ing and rigid metrics. 

John Tytell says In his book . 
Naked Angles that "relying on 
natural speech and spontaneous 
transcription, Ginsberg sought a 
non-literary poetry based on the 
facts of daily existence... The 
result was composition as créa- - 
lion, that Is the act of writing 
Itself leading to a pursuit of the 
unknown rather than the 
known." 

Ginsberg's crowning achieve- 
ment In this vein was the poem 
How!. In a letter to Kerouac, 
Ginsberg claims that the poem 
was typed up as he went along, 
and that Kerouac was receiving 
the "100% original draft." 

The first few lines of Howl are 
a virtual manifesto for why the 
members of the Beat generation 



method of Juxtaposition In which 
Burroughs literally cuts up 
passages of his own prose and 
that of other writers, pasting 
them back together at random. 

Another Idea Burroughs used 
was the 'fold-In'. He would take 
a page of his own text and so- 
meone else's, fold each down 
the middle, and then place the 
two side by side on the same 
page. These Ideas can be seen 
as responses to Kerouac's 
theories of spontaneous writing. 

Tytell writes that "while Bur- 
roughs believes the spontaneous 
cannot be willed, the unpredic- 
table can result from dexterous 
use of scissors." 

The cut-up, or "cutting the 
word-lines" as Burroughs also 
called It, was not merely an ar- 
tistic technique for Burroughs, 
but a political weapon as well. 
Burroughs talks of 'addicts' In 
many of his works (he himself 
was addicted to morphine until 
1959), especially what he calls 
"control addicts," people hooked 
on power who use the medla'to 
continue their control. 

"Cutting the word-lines" 
means establishing new connec- 
tions between images, and can 
be used to resist the Imagery us- 
ed In advertising, media, and 
entertainment to persuade us. 
This use of technique with a 
political end makes Burroughs 
unique among the three major 



............ 



In Naked Angles that Buddhism 
became a form of "psychic 
ballast" for the Beats and their 
study of Eastern thought was 
both an attempt to decondltion 
themselves from Western 
cultural hegemony as well as a 
way out of their Incredibly self 
oriented lifestyles. 

This shift In the focus of the 
Beat's philosophy can be seen as 
the beginning of a consciousness 
of the world that would lead 
many of the Beats Into the 'hip- 
pie' counter-culture of the late 
sixties and early seventies. 

The Beats had their negative 
side too. For all their talk of 
breaking down barriers and 
establishing new values It was 
still a very patriarchal culture. 
Obvious sexism is easy to find In 
many Beat writers, and there are 
few women who rose to literary 
prominence as part of the Beat 
generation. 

Eventually the Beats, like 
most counter-cultures since, 
became commercialized. 'Beat- 
niks' emerged, wearing the 
uniform of turtleneck sweaters, 
beards, berets, and sandals, and 
spent large amounts of their time 
hanging around coffee houses. 
Eastern religion and drug use 
became trendy.

Howl and On (he Road 
answer the What and Why ques- 
tions of the Beat generation. On 
the Road revealed what the 
Beats were doing; Howl tiled to 
explain why they were doing It. 

William S. Burroughs, like 
Kerouac, did not consider 
himself a part of the Beat 
generation. But Burrough's 
works had a profound impact on 
the Beats, and his novel Naked 
Lunch, a frightening plunge into 
the mad world of a morphine 
addict, broke through all banlers 
of style and subject matter. 

Burroughs Is famous for the j 
'cut-up' technique, a style he j 
pioneered in 1959 with painter j 
Byron Gysin. 'Cut-up' Is a 



Beat writers, who did not, as a 
rule, delve Into politics. 

With these three authors and 
their works, the Beats analyzed 
their society, rejected It, and 
took off to find something more 
to their liking. The concept of 
searching Is always present In 
their works, even If they are not 
quite sure what they are sear- 
ching for. 

In On the Road, one of 
Kerouac's characters says: 
"We gotta go and never stop go- 
ing till we get there. " 
"Where we going, man?" 
"I don't know, but we gotta go" 

This search began Initially as à 
search for self, primarily In 
response to a society that 
demanded conformity In both 
thought and appearance. As 
time went on, however, many 
Bcats Jound tMs quest to be

values. 

John Cetlon Holmes said In 
his essay This Is'the Beat 
j General/on, Beat Is "more than 
mere weariness, It Implies a feel- 
ing of having been used, of be- 
ing raw."

fl Feminist Dlctlonory: 



Women reclaim the langc

I read a good book recently. A dictionary. 
Okay, okay; I'm not your total academic with her nose burled In 
the Oxford English Dictionary. This dictionary Is fun. It's définitions 
are anecdotes, humour, history, fantasy, poetry, and politics. It's A 
Feminist Dictionary, by Cherts Kràmarae and Paula A. Trclehler. 

The book's format is primarily quotations (or paraphraslngs) of * 
women's observations about words and terms that relate to women 
and our place In society. Not surprisingly, the longest entries are 
"feminism" and "woman." 

The book Is easy to read, with comprehensive cross-Indexing and 
footnoting, and a 60-page bibliography. The cross-Indexing leads to 
some charming, strange-bedfellow, combinations. When you look up 
"working girl," you're Instructed to "see menstrual strike, typewriter." 

Many of the definitions are real finds, even for those of us who 
think we know a lot about feminist history. In 1913, Rebecca West 
wrote: ■ 

"I myself have never been able to find-out precisely what feminism 
Is: I know that people call me a feminist whenever I express sen- 
timents that differentiate me from a doormat..."

New Music Fest full of surprises

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music had a wide appeal, judging by the broad 
spectrum of (ashlon styles boppln' on the dance 
floor. 

Ray himself knows how to win an audience. 
Having assured them "we are a politically cor- 
rect band," he suggested that "this hoedown" 
would be a lot more fun if Club Soda charged 
about a dollar less for beer. Cheers were loud 
and friendly, if not accompanied by raised beer 
glasses. 

"Ray Condo rules!" shouted one patron. 

His words were meant In half-Jest, but there 
was a ring of truth to them. Promoting 
. underground bands In a ritzy, expensive club is 
self-defeating; It's difficult to attract anyone with 
Club Soda's prices. 

The tickets weren't bad — $4.50 for three 
bands - but $3.00 for beer and a $1.00 
obligatory coat check are prohibitive. 

Good, fun music, but not cheap. A smaller, 
cheaper venue would have both Improved the 
atmosphere of the gig and given the bands the 
exposure they deserve. 



The first annual New Music Festival took 
place at Club Soda this past weekend. It was In 
tended as a showcase (or up and coming local 
bands and produced a few interesting surprises 

Friday night saw Rhythm Method, This 
'Blue Piano,' and Weather Permitting per 
form to a fairly large crowd. 

Rhythm Method put on a workman-like set 
of tight, well-performed, if somewhat bland 
pop. The band has been around for several 
years, and their live performances show the 
polish of several years of experience working 
with the local circuit. Their musicianship was 
tightly arranged and clean-sounding. All they 
need Is a good hook to become commercially 
successful. 

This 'Blue Piano' performed what was 
reputedly one of their best performances to 
date. Like Rhythm Method, experience tour 
ing local clubs has honed their live skills. In the 
past they have lacked the coheslveness 
necessary (or a truly dynamic set, although their 
musical talent has always been quite apparent, 
Singer Steve Lamont's vocals are becoming 
much smoother than they have been, but he 
needs to vary his style somewhat. The group's 
arrangements are Intriguing enough for the au- 
dience to retain Interest In the music and lyrical 
content of their songs. The only drawback of 
otherwise high quality songwriting is that it is 
hard to remember the melodies of any of their 
tunes even a few minutes after they have been 
played. Perhaps It is not their Intention to create 
songs with memorable hooks, but their music 
needs more punch. This will surely come with 
experience. 

Following the enjoyable sets of Rhythm 
Method and This 'Blue Piano.' Weather 
Permitting took the stage and very nearly 
stole the show. . 



Despite the endless comparisons to R.E.M., 
Weather Permitting has a very unique 
musical style. For a band that does not have the 
experience of the other two acts, the band's 
punchy, exciting songs make up for their lack of 
live polish. They were visibly nervous when 
they first took the stage, but within a couple of 
songs they had won the audience over and 
seemed quite at ease. The best thing about their 
style Is that it is full of variety, which Is 
somethlng-that seems to InvallSate the oft-made 
comparisons (of which This 'Blue Piano' is 
also an unfortunate victim) to R.E.M. The band 
seems willing to experiment with different 
sounds within the context of their standard four- 
piece rock arrangement. 

Alter finishing their set, they were called back 
for an encore and performed a couple of 
unusual selections, one a Rolling Stones 
cover and the other a bizarre, but successful 
mixture of music and German-English poetry. 



In a true show of rock'n'roll dedication, Singer- 
guitarist Peter Stelnmetz continued playing after 
badly cutting his hand on a guitar string. 

Saturday saw successful performances by 
The Darned, Secret Act, and Ethnic 
Drivers before another large crowd. Secret 
Act appeared to be the favourite of the au- 
dience. 

The final show of the scries featured (ine sets 
by Seven Sisters, DubU5, and Chapter 24. 
Dub U5 showed that they are the kings ol 
reggae-styled "Dub-Rock" In Montréal. 

The Neur Music Festival was an excellent 
showcase (or bands encompassing a wide varie- 
ty of different styles from the alternative to the 
'near-pop.' It succeeded in providing quality 
music for the public at a 'reasonable' price. 
Hopefully this kind of event will occur again, 
and often. Congratulations to organizer Duncan 
MacTavish for an effort above and beyond the 
call of duty.
